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The Burdett-Coutts collection of Greek manuscripts: 
Manuscripts from Epirus 


Annaclara Cataldi Palau 


Baroness Angela Georgina Burdett-Coutts (1814- 
1906), a wealthy English noblewoman, bought a 
group of more than ninety Greek manuscripts in 
1870-72 through the Reverend Reginald Barnes, who 
had purchased them acting on her behalf in approxi- 
mately 1864 from a dealer in Ioannina (then Albania, 
now north-western Greece)!. The Baroness died in 
1906 but it was not until after her husband's death in 
1921 that the manuscripts were sold. A first lot of 
sixty-two codices was auctioned in London at 
Sotheby's in May 19222; the University of Michigan, 
Ann Arbor, acquired fifty-six, the majority through 
the American antique book dealer and collector 
Wilfrid M. Voynich (1863-1930)*; at the same sale, 
two were bought by the British Museum (actual 
shelfmarks Add. 40.655, 40.656). 

A second lot of Twenty-seven manuscripts from 
the same collection, which had been presented to Sir 
Roger Cholmeley's School in Highgate (London) and 
later (1938) deposited at the British Museum (which 
acquired two (1938), actual shelfmarks Egerton 3145 
and 3154), was auctioned at Sotheby's London in 
June 19875; twenty were bought by the National Li- 
brary of Greece (Athens)®, one by the British Library

(actual shelfmark Add. 64.797), the remaining manu- 
scripts were dispersed among other institutions?. 

Ihave so far examined eighty-one of the ninety-one 
Burdett-Coutts manuscripts, fifty-six in Ann Arbor?, 
twenty in Athens? and five in London!0; I have dedi- 
cated two papers to these interesting and virtually un- 
known manuscripts!!; a book will be specifically de- 
voted to the Burdett-Coutts collection!?, 

Here I will describe the twelve Burdett-Coutts 
manuscripts which, in my opinion, show by their sub- 
scription or by their appearance an Epirote origin, as 
might be expected considering that they were ac- 
quired in Ioannina, the capital of Epirus. In the Ap- 
pendix I have listed the previous bibliography on 
Epirote manuscripts (Epirote manuscripts: the previ- 
ous studies), attributing to each book or paper a num- 
ber; in the course of this study it will be referred to by

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the surname of the author and the number attached to 
it. On the basis of this bibliography I have listed the 
Greek codices known as Epirote, adding the 
Burdett-Coutts manuscripts I consider as originating 
from that region. The manuscripts are grouped to- 
gether in alphabetical order by the name of the town 
where they are now found (Index of Epirote manu- 
scripts); each codex has a number by which it will be 
accompanied in the course of this paper; it refers the 
reader to the main characteristics and essential bibli- 
ography of each item (List of Epirote manuscripts). 


General characteristics of Epirote manuscripts 


The scholars who towards the end of the nineteenth 
century started showing an interest in Epirote manu- 
scripts and describing them were concerned more 
with the texts they contained than with their palaeo- 
graphical and codicological characteristics; these 
studies are in fact catalogues of codices which hap- 
pened to belong to libraries in Epirus!3. Other investi- 
gations concerned single manuscripts, found in 
Epirote libraries, which were considered particularly 
interesting!*. 

The first scholar who emphasized the common de- 
nominator of these manuscripts from the point of 
view of palaeography and codicology was Linos 
Politis in his paper Tlakouoyoagixa ámo thv 
“Hatetgo (1973)!5. The studies which followed have 
contributed to the definition of the characteristics of 
Epirote manuscripts, each article adding new ele- 
ments to the knowledge of these codices and increas- 
ing with new items the number of those which were 
already known!6. Scholars who have studied the 
Epirote manuscripts from the palaeographical or 
codicological point of view have agreed on the fact 
that these codices show no peculiar features which 
might help in differentiating them from other groups

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of artifacts!”. In fact, the analysis of the codicological 
characteristics does not help because too many out- 
side factors have an influence on the choice, e. g., of 
the writing material or of the page layout. Manu- 
scripts destined to contain a Gospel or a Gospel 
lectionary, which form the contents of most Epirote 
manuscripts, were usually written on parchment and 
in two columns whatever the region or the date in 
which they were copied, therefore the predominance 
of these two elements in the codices analyzed cannot 
be taken as an Epirote characteristic. Parchment, in 
Epirote manuscripts, is often of a rather poor quality, 
but that often happens in codices copied in the prov- 
inces; as to the format or the ruling type, I have not 
noticed, in the manuscripts I have analyzed, any pecu- 
liarities which would help in differentiating Epirote 
from other provincial codices. The most difficult ele- 
ment to define is the script; the easiest the decoration. 


SCRIPT 


The script of Epirote manuscripts has until now de- 
fied any essay of classification. It may be noted that 
the ink is often dark-brown or black, but the writing in 
itself, unlike that of South Italian manuscripts, which 
has been analyzed and divided into well-defined cate- 
gories, shows no peculiar elements which would al- 
low any similar categorization. Considering particu- 
larly manuscripts dated or datable from the 13* to the 
15" centuries, two styles of writing are recognizable: 


1) Flat style. Exemplified by the codex Ann Arbor, 
University of Michigan, Ms. 38, [n° 34]!8, Menaion, 
datable to the second half of the 13' century (PI. 1, f. 
15). 


The scribe often uses a dark-brown or black ink 
and a thick calamus. The interlinear space is reduced. 
Many letters are written in their majuscular form, par- 
ticularly gamma, delta, epsilon, theta, kappa, lambda, 
pi, tau; zeta is large, with the form of a three; theta is

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always majuscule, round, usually quite large and jux- 
taposed to the other letters. Letters tend to be all of the 
same height, with very short ascending and descend- 
ing vertical traits; this is particularly noticeable with 
rho, short and curving to the right, and tau, which has 
the same size as the other letters, both characterizing 
this style. The horizontal upper traits of majuscule 
gamma, majuscule pi, tau, minuscule sigma, are pro- 
longed in a straight line which connects one letter to 
the other. Majuscule triangular delta with the bottom 
line prolonged to the left and the right diagonal line 
curved after the end of the letter (Pl. 1, first col., lin. 

4), majuscule lambda with the right trait quite open 

and undulating, large and flat omega (Pl. 1, first col., 

lin. 2), provide a contrast to these straight lines. The 
ligature epsilon-iota shows an upright epsilon slightly 
inclined to the left and ¡ota descending vertically (Pl. 

1, first col., lin. 11 a. 1.). The decorated initials, simple 

but characteristic, are traced by a double line and of- 

ten filled with brown. 
This style of writing is very often observed in 
manuscripts dated or datable to the 13'h century, as!?:

2) Traditional style. Exemplified by Athens, EBE 
2112, [n? 29], Lectionary of the Gospels, datable to 
the 13" century ex. (Pl. 6, f. 54). 


This style is more difficult to define than the previ- 
ous one as it has absorbed many characteristics of the 
“flat” style; horizontally developed letters appear to- 
gether with features typical of this traditional style. A 
characteristic letter, differentiating this type of writing 
from the previous one, is a minuscule delta, tall and 
inclined to the left, sometimes quite pointed at the top 
(Pl. 3, Ath. EBE 4080, [n° 28], f. 122, second col., lin. 
15; Pl. 6, first col., lin. 10; Pl. 5, Ioannina, EHM, no 
n°, [n° 25], a, 2nd col., lin. 3, 5, 7 a. i25); characteris- 
tic ligatures are pi with alpha written above it and al- 
pha-rho with a round and large rho (Pl. 6, first col., 
lin. 1, lin. 5; Pl. 5, D, col. 1, lin. 13; col. 2, lin, 224; 
London, Add. 37.008, [n? 18], f. 625). 


Other characteristic letters are: 


Alpha very often in a majuscular form, with the diago- 
nal trait sometimes detached from the round part of 
the letter (Pl. 5, D, first col., lin. 5, lin. 6; Pl. 6, first 
col., lin. 4 a. 1.). 

Beta always majuscule, more or less emphatically 
heart-shaped. 

Epsilon often in ligature with iota (Pl. 6, 2nd col., lin. 
3; London, Add. 37.008 (a. 1413), [n? 18], f. 6, 2nd 
col., lin. 4 a. 1.26). 

Zeta in form of a three (Pl. 4, U. Mich. Ms. 59, [n? 
36], f. 23, first col., lin. 8; Pl. 5 a, first col., lin. 7). 
Theta often in majuscular form, round and large, the 
central trait undulating and pointed (Pl. 5 a, first 

col., lin. 3). 

Lambda almost always in majuscular form, the left 
trait short, the right one open and curving to the 
left. 

Rho quite small and turned to the right as in the flat 
style.

DECORATION 


The decoration of Epirote manuscripts is quite 
characteristic. Strong identities between South Italian 
and Epirote codices were noted by many scholars, in 
particular Irmgard Hutter??, Giancarlo Prato?^ and 
Dieter Reinsch; this scholar in particular underlined 
how strong were the cultural and commercial ties be- 
tween these two regions, circumstances which ex- 
plained the identities between the manuscripts origi- 
nating from the two provinces35, In fact, the decora- 
tion of Epirote manuscripts might at first sight seem 
similar to that of South Italian artifacts for the vivacity 
of the colours and the variety of the motifs employed; 
I find however that the Epirote type of ornamentation 
is somewhat different. 


INITIALS 


Decorative initials in Epirote manuscripts are, as a 
rule, drawn with abundant knots and rings and filled 
with lively colours (red, white, yellow, green). These 
initials often represent animals, but not as often as in 
South Italian manuscripts, which display a variety of 
monsters with multiple heads or biting their tail,

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fishes, birds climbing on the stem of a letter. In 
Epirote manuscripts zoomorphic initials are usually 
limited to snakes, typically going round the stem of 
the letter tau, or fishes, usually forming an omicron; 
some animals which are popular in South Italian codi- 
ces, as dogs or monsters, seldom appear in Epirote 
manuscripts. 

Anthropomorphic initials are, as a rule, limited to 
epsilon with the centre trait shaped as a human hand 
in the attitude of blessing; all other types of anthropo- 
morphic representation are exceedingly rare. In South 
Italian manuscripts, on the other hand, letters with an- 
thropomorphic shapes, as omicron containing a hu- 
man face or majuscular pi formed by two human fig- 
ures or by parts of the human body are frequent. 

The decorated initials appearing most frequently in 
Epirote manuscripts are tau and epsilon; this is due to 
the contents of the codices, very often Gospels or 
Gospel lectionaries, with most parts of the text start- 
ing with T xar éxeivw, or "Ev éxelvo tH 
x0LOW. These initials are usually quite long, some- 
times occupying half of the page, and often set out- 
side the text block, which implies that they were 
added, either by the scribe himself or by a profes- 
sional artist, when the text was already written. These 
decorated initials are usually in two or three colours; 
red often predominates, with white or yellow touches; 
sometimes the initials are in two colours, half in red, 
half in white. Green appears sometimes (cf. Pls. 7, 8, 
Ann Arbor, U. Mich. Ms. 28, [n? 32]; Pl. 9, U. Mich. 
Ms. 17, [n° 38]); blue is rare. 


Types of decoration: 


KNOTS, RINGS 

One, two, three or more knots and rings often appear 
around the stem of tau, depending on its length; they 
are frequently in a contrasting colour. The stem may 
be red with white or yellow knots (Pl. 3, Athens, EBE 
4080, [n? 28], f. 122); or green, with white knots (Pl. 
7, Ann Arbor, U. Mich. Ms. 28, [n? 32], f. 86v). A fre- 
quent combination shows a red stem with one or more 
white or green rings around it (Pl. 16, U. Mich. Ms. 
43, [n? 35], f. 75). The horizontal part of tau often has 
undulating bands hanging down from it, wings, some- 
times in a contrasting colour e. g. white accompany- 
ing a red stem, or in alternating colours, one wing in 
red, the other in white (cf. Ioannina, Archimandreion 
n? 10, [n° 30], f. 34v36; EHM no number, [n° 25]?7;

ZOOMORPHIC FORMS 

Animals are as a rule limited to snakes, typically 
going round the stem of the letter tau (e. g. Athens, 
EBE 2112, [n? 29]49); or fishes, usually forming the 
letter omicron (e. g. U. Mich. Ms. 28, [n? 32], f. 109v; 
cf. U. Mich. Ms. 59, [n? 36], Pl. 18b, f. 123v). 


ANTHROPOMORPHIC FORMS 

Epsilon, with the middle trait shaped as a human 
hand in the attitude of blessing, often shows the same 
characteristics as the letter tau; it stands on a large 
base, sometimes it is perched on a vertical stand, with 
knots in contrasting colours or one or more rings 
around its lower part (Pl. 5, Ioannina, EHM, no n°, [n° 
25], plates a and pre Pl. 8, Ann Arbor, U. Mich. Ms. 
28, [n? 32], f. 4v; Pl. 18a, U. Mich. Ms. 59, [n? 36], f. 
124v). The empty parts of the letter are sometimes 
filled with red or covered by yellow wash. 


BORDERS 

Borders in Epirote manuscripts are usually rectan- 
gular, decorated with a variety of tressed motifs, inter- 
twined ribbons, stripes going through rings, in one, 
two or three colours, the most popular of which are 
white, red and yellow (Pl. 2, Athens, EBE 2672 [n? 
41]* Pl. 5B, Ioannina EHM, no n°, [n° 25], Pl. 8f in 
Politis [1973]). These borders show patterns similar 
to those of manuscripts from South Italy but rarely 
end with canine or serpentine heads as is often the 
case in those codices. They usually have characteris- 
tic wings jutting out at the four corners of the rectan- 
gle (Pl. 3, Pl. 23, Athens, EBE 4080, [n° 28], f. 122, f. 
38; Pl. 9, Ann Arbor, U. Mich. Ms. 17, [n? 38], f. 6; 
Pl. 10, U. Mich. Ms. 29, [n? 37], f. 68; Pl. 13, U. 
Mich. Ms. 31, [n? 33], f. 208v; Pl. 17, U. Mich. Ms. 
50, [n? 31], f. 50v). 


TITLES 
The main titles are sometimes written in bizarre 
epigraphic majuscules, traced by double lines and fil-

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led with red (Pl. 4, Ann Arbor, U. Mich. Ms. 59, [n? 
36], f. 23; Pl. 10, U. Mich. Ms. 29, [n? 37], f. 68), but 
titles in red or in brown ink, written with the script of 
the text, also appear (e. g. Pls. 3, 4, 9, 17, 23), whereas 
titles within the text are usually written with the nor- 
mal writing in red and sometimes covered with 
yellowish wash. 


The Epirote manuscripts in the Burdett-Coutts 
collection 


Many items belonging to the Burdett-Coutts col- 
lection are recognizable as Epirote by the script and 
even more by the decoration; this is not surprising 
considering that these manuscripts were bought in the 
capital of Epirus, loannina. Only a few of the 
eighty-one codices belonging to this collection I have 
seen, however, have a precise indication of an Epirote 
origin. As there is no definite element to confirm their 
provenance, the script, decoration and codicological 
characteristics of each codex have been compared to 
items certainly deriving from that region in order to 
establish their eventual Epirote origin. I have been 
very conservative, selecting only the manuscripts for 
which the similarities with dated and subscribed Epi- 
rote codices are almost indisputable; but further stu- 
dies may reveal that many more manuscripts in this 
collection indeed originate from the region of Epirus.

Among the 81 manuscripts of the Burdett-Coutts 
collection I have seen, only the four listed here in 
chronological order are dated or datable with certi- 
tude*; two of them, [n? 31] and [n? 37], have, I think, 
an Epirote origin: 

1) Ann Arbor, U. Mich. Ms. 34, undated but datable 
to the years 1244-1287 by the dates of the life of its 
owner, Antonios Malakes (f. 367v), archbishop of 
Veroia*4;

[the date only is clearly visible]; 

3) U. Mich. Ms. 30, dated a. 1430 (f. 390); written by 
Theodore Kotza, from Methone, paid by Michael 
Lardea. Possession note of the monastery of St Ni- 
cholas of Trikala. 

4) U. Mich. Ms. 29, [n? 37], dated a. 1437 (f. 306); co- 
pied by George Kotylis. 


Three manuscripts have a subscription but no date; 
only two of them, [n? 33], [n? 38], have in my opinion 
an Epirote origin: 

5)U. Mich. Ms. 17, [n? 38], mayben copied by 
George, whose name is written on f. 13, datable to 
the late 15th century; 

6) U. Mich. Ms. 26, copied by Mark, whose name is 
written in cryptography (f. 270v), datable to the 
14th century; 

7) U. Mich. Ms. 31, [n? 33], copied by the priest Ro- 
manos Irinopoulos (f. 208v), datable to the 14th cen- 
tury. 

Several manuscripts of the Burdett-Coutts collection 

have a possession note showing their provenance 

from monasteries, particularly from those of the 
near-by region of Meteora.

Five of these eight manuscripts, U. Mich. Ms. 17, [n? 
38], U. Mich. Ms. 29, [n? 37], U. Mich. Ms. 31, [n? 
33], U. Mich. Ms. 50, [n? 31] and EBE 4090, [n? 48], 
may be deemed Epirote by the writing and the decora- 
tion, although only one of them has a definite indicati- 
on of originating from that region; we will examine 
them in detail infra. 


As to the other three manuscripts with a subscription: 


— U. Mich. Ms. 26, a 14'h century manuscript in orien- 

tal paper, containing a Synaxarion and Menologi- 
on, with the name of the scribe, the hieromonachos 
Mark, written in cryptography at the end (f. 270v), 
is probably not Epirote. This manuscript may be 
compared to codex Oxon. Bodl. Cromwell 22%, 
containing 7heodore Studites, Paul Euergetinos, 
Catecheses^6, parchment, dated a. 1314/15, copied, 
as this one, by a hieromonachos Mark who, as our 
scribe, wrote his name in cryptography; a note indi- 
cates that in the second half of the 16'h century the 
manuscript was in the Metropolis of Grebena, 
South Macedonia, mentioning bishop Jeremias of 
Grebena and pro-hegoumenos Sophronios of a 
Theotokos monastery in the same bishopric. /rm- 
gard Hutter thinks the Oxford codex was probably 
copied in Constantinople and this might be the pla- 
ce of origin of our manuscript as well”, 
The binding shows a small portable icon in bronze 
glued in the middle of the front plate; it represents 
in the centre St Nicholas, to the left Jesus with the 
Gospel, to the right the Virgin with the Maphori- 
um, in position of Deesis.

The underlying text, in majuscule, was also a 
Gospel lectionary in one col., judging by the titles in 
red majuscules, clearly indicating (f. 1): MHNI TQ

List of Epirote manuscripts 


The Epirote manuscripts listed in the following pa- 
ges can be divided into four groups: 

1) Manuscripts whose subscription attests an Epirote 
origin. 

2) Manuscripts with no subscription, attributed to Epi- 
rus on the basis of the comparison with those of 
the first group. 

3) Manuscripts with texts or later possession, histori- 
cal or donation notes indicating Epirus. 

4) Manuscripts located in Epirote libraries. 

For the first two groups the attribution is straight- 
forward, being based on written subscriptions for the 
manuscripts of the first group, and on comparisons 
which, although based on subjective criteria, are in 
most cases self-evident for the second group. 

In the the third group, the attribution of the manu- 
scripts to Epirus depends on texts, possession or do- 
nation notes which may have been added to a codex 
written elsewhere and transported to Epirus, one does 
not know how many years, decades or centuries after 
its copy; these artifacts might have reached Epirus 
virtually at any time, even quite recently. These notes 
are often mere scribbles, written in an everyday, hasty 
script, quite difficult to decipher and to date. In these 
instances the Epirote origin of the codex cannot be ta- 
ken for granted; the place where the copy was execu- 
ted has to be determined each time, considering the 
indications given by text, possession or donation no- 
tes as supplementary information. In many instances 
an Epirote origin can safely be assumed if these ma- 
nuscripts have always been in an Epirote environment 
or if they have early notes written in the region, 
particularly if this hypothesis is confirmed by the 
style of writing and the decoration. 

In the manuscripts of the fourth group the element 
of uncertainty regarding the Epirote origin is the grea- 
test; the place where they were written must be deter- 
mined in each case. The script and the decoration are 
essential in confirming or denying the presumed 
Epirote origin of the codex.

The authors” names are listed in the notes, each 
followed by a number in brackets referring to the arti- 
cle recorded in the bibliography above (Epirote ma- 
nuscripts: the previous studies). 

In the references to the articles examined I only 
quote the page or pages which contain important new 
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information on the manuscript in question, not all the 
pages where it is mentioned. When indicating a parti- 
cular work, I refer the reader to the bibliography cited 
there as well, and I will not repeat it unless absolutely 
necessary for the clarity of my text. 

For the sake of conciseness I have not referred to 
the plates published in books where photographs of 
the manuscripts analyzed constitute the norm, as 
Repertorium I, II, IIL, or works dedicated to manuscript 
illumination (e. g., Hutter, Marava-Chatzinicolaou - 
Toufexi-Paschou). 

T have not taken into account manuscripts dated af- 
ter the 16 century !00, 

The manuscripts are listed in chronological order. 
An asterisk before the shelfmark indicates that I have 
examined the codex in situ. The manuscripts of the 
Burdett-Coutts collection, which have never been in- 
cluded in lists of Epirote manuscripts before, have 
been analyzed in greater detail in the previous pages.

(46) suggest a Constantinopolitan origin of the volume.
